On October 7 , 201 2 , the historic Framework 
Agreement between the Philippine

DISASTER RESPONSE 

In July, the DOST launched Project NOAH 
(or the Nationwide Operational 
Assessment of Hazards) whose website 
provides citizens with real-time typhoon 
forecasts. Likewise, the government now 
actively taps social network platforms to 
respond swiftly and effectively to its 
citizens especially during times of 
emergency.
